For the past six years I have devoted 
myself to the retail business exclusively 
and within that time we have greatly in- 
creased our sale of miscellaneous books. 
It is a pitiful admission to make but if 
| were to depend exclusively on the profit 
derived from the sale of miscellaneous 
books I should have to live on a very 
meager diet, indeed. Whatever I possess 
of this world’s goods has not been derived 
from the sale of miscellaneous books at 
retail but almost exclusively from my 
publishing business and from investments 
in real estate. When I determined to con- 
fine my efforts to retail bookselling I did 
so with the avowed intention of ascertain- 
ing whether it were possible to conduct 
a first class bookstore in a central location 
and make a legitimate profit from the sale 
of miscellaneous books. After six years 
of effort, this seems to me to be an im- 
possibility owing to the inadequate dis- 
counts allowed by the publishers. 

Everyone who has any knowledge of 
the history of the business knows that 
things have been going from bad to worse, 
and that the country has fewer real book- 
stores in it today than it had twenty-five 
years ago. Why is it then that publishers, 
with this condition staring them in the 
fact, do not wake up and make the sale 
of books at retail profitable? 

What the book business needs, in my 
opinion, is a statesman-publisher who will 
be open-minded enough to take a big, 
broad view of the whole situation and then 
have vision and backbone enough to adopt 
a policy calculated to remedy the condi- 
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tions now existing in the trade, and which 
have existed for some years. A leading 
publisher once remarked to me “that the 
booksellers of this country did not realize 
their economic power.” Should not the 
wise publisher make. use of this economic 
power? I commend these suggestions tor 
the consideration of the publishers. Who 
will be the first to adopt them? 

In making my proposal at the recent 
Convention of the American Booksellers’ 
Association that all purchases of new books 
should be on a fifty-fifty basis, I did so 
with the conviction that the proposal was 
absolutely fair and just to both publisher 
and retailer. 

The question of reprints is in a fair 
way to be taken care of satisfactorily, like- 
wise remainders, for I believe publishers 
are alive to the fact that the sale of the 
latter through drug and cigar stores is a 
serious menace to the business. 

Booksellers are “urged” to go out after 
library business. I wonder whether Mr. 
Hiltman knows that practically all libra- 
ries who buy books in quantities can buy 
them direct from most of the publishers 
at a discount of 33 1/3%; and almost 
any library can buy from the jobber at a 
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discount of 25%. Some few years ago we 
decided that furnishing books to librarie 
at 25% discount was transacting busines 
at a loss and discontinued the practice. 

Any bookseller who thinks he can fyy. 
nish books to libraries at a discount oj 
25%, at a profit, is deluding himself, | 
suggest that he stop it at once and alloy 
the publishers to furnish their books to the 
jobbers at a discount in excess of the mayi- 
mum discqunt allowed to the retail book. 
seller. The publisher by so doing, thus 
penalizes himself directly by the difference 
in discount granted the jobber and the re. 
tailer; and indirectly by withdrawing this 
business from the local centers throughout 
the country, which business might serve a 
a nucleus for the establishment of numer. 
ous retail bookstores. 

It is all very well to say, “Wake up, 
Mr. Bookseller, and stand on your own 
feet” but as stated at the outset, no book- 
seller, or anyone else, can “make bricks 
without straw.” If we are furnished with 
the straw we will make the bricks and 
prove ourselves to be “men and women 
and not children who require nursing.” 
So, therefore, I say, “Wake up, Mr. 
Publisher.” 


A Great German Publisher 


The Story of the Publishers of Erich Maria Remarque 


Herbert F. Jenkins 
Vice President, Little, Brown & Company 


N the Ullstein Publishing House, with 
its 10,000 employees, Germany pos- 
sesses a publishing organization un- 
surpassed in America. On my recent visit 
to Berlin I called at the office of the com- 
pany in Kochstrasse because Ullstein like 
ourselves are publishers of Erich Maria 
Remarque. I quickly discovered that 
printing and selling over a million copies 
of the German edition of “All Quiet on 
the Western Front,” while a record per- 
formance in present-day book publishing, 
merely engaged the activities of one of 
many departments at Ullstein’s. 
My courtesy call was expanded into a 
day’s visit to one of the largest and most- 


up-to-date publishing and _ printing plants 
in the world. The company, owned and 
operated by the Ullstein family, publishes 
in Berlin five daily newspapers, halt a 
dozen weeklies, three monthly magazines, 
and three technical journals. ‘There are 
two book departments, the Ullstein Verlag 
and its subsidiary, the Propylaen Verlag, 
which issue books of all kinds, ranging 
from popular editions selling at one mark 
(25 cents) to an elaborate history of art 
in sixteen volumes. 

The editorial and administrative depart: 
ments of this big concern, as well as the 
composing rooms, are in the parent build- 
ing in Kochstrasse, and there it § 
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that all the Ullstein daily papers are pro- 
duced complete. These papers include the 
old-established V ossische Zeitung ; the pop- 
ular Berliner Morgenpost with a daily 
-irculation of 615,000 and nearly 700,000 
on Sundays; the Berliner Zeitung am Mit- 
jag, the favorite noontime daily, specializ- 
ing in sporting news ; the Tempo, cir- 
culated late in the afternoon; and Die 
Grine Post, the youngest member of the 
Ullstein publishing family, with a circula- 
tion of a million a day. 

But a few miles away at Tempelhof is 
the new Ullstein printing plant of nine 
stories, of which two lie below and seven 
above the street level, surmounted by a 
tower 235 feet high. The Berliner [//us- 
trirte Zeitung, the popular illustrated 
weekly with a circulation of 1,883 000; 
the Dame, an expensive fashion magazine ; 
Uhu, the popular monthly magazine with 
207,000 circulation; Blatt der Hausfrau, 
the housewife’s journal with a circulation 
of over 500,000; several trade journals 
and Ullstein’s Pattern Sheets are all pub- 
lished at Tempelhof, as well as Ullstein 
books and the books of its subsidiary, the 
Propylaen Press. 

Patterns are furthermore issued here in 
quantities which run into millions annu- 
ally. Here also are printed and bound the 
well-known and widely circulating series 
of the book publishing department, such 
as the “Ullstein Books,” the “Wege zum 
Wissen” (“Ways to Knowledge’), the 
language series “A Thousand Words” 
(English, French, Spanish and Italian), 
and the large works: History of the 
World, Propylaen History of Art, World- 
Dominion of Technics, ete. 

No orders are executed for outside firms 
in this printing plant; on the contrary, 
outside printing firms in Berlin and Leip- 
zig, as well as outside bookbinding firms 
and plate makers, have to complete the 
work with which the Tempelhof Printing 
House, in spite of its size, cannot cope. 
Especially was this true when “All Quiet 
on the Western Front” was selling so 
largely,

on the Western Front” than in inspecting 
n detail the various mechanical processes, 
‘rom the color etching department on the 
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General view of Ullstein Printing House 
from the Teltow Canal 


top floor down through to the large book 
and magazine presses on the lower floors. 
The building contains three kinds of print- 
ing machinery—flat bed, offset and photo- 
gravure. The very latest machinery, includ- 
ing some bearing the names of American 
firms, are to be found in the photogravure, 
color printing and bookbinding. sections. 
Ample provision is made for the welfare 
of the thousands of workers. Ullstein’s 
transport fleet consists of 134 motor cars, 
two motor boats and three aeroplanes. 
Although Ullstein was setting the type 
of Remarque’s new novel, “Der Weg 
Zuriick,” which we are publishing in 
America under the title of “The Road 
Back,” the great success achieved by “All 
Quiet on the Western Front” was fresh 
in the memory of the English-speaking 
spokesman who conducted me over the two 
buildings—the parent house in Kochstrasse 
and the printing plant in Tempelholf. It 
appears that Remarque’s famous first novel 
was printed serially in the Vossische 
Zeitung, the older of the Ullstein daily 
papers, from November 10 to December 9, 
1928. Only with reluctance had this 
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newspaper undertaken the risk of publish- 
ing so realistic a war novel, but after the 
first instalments appeared the editors were 
showered with a mass of enthusiastic 
correspondence, and there was an immedi- 
ate demand for book publication. ‘The 
first edition of 30,000 was printed for pub- 
lication January 31, 1929, and this first 
printing was exhausted when publication 
day arrived. Additional printings followed 
with marvelous rapidity, and the 5oth 
thousand was sold out February 6, the 
75th thousand on February 10, and the 
100,000 mark was reached February 15. 
Reorders came in without solicitation, so 
that by March 9 the sale had reached 
200,000, on March 28 the total was 300,- 
000 and on April 12 Ullstein was 70,000 
behind in delivery. ‘The figures increased 
to 400,000 by April 23, 500,000 May 7, 
650,000 on June 28, and 750,000 on 
August 3. Barely sixteen months after the 
original publication the millionth copy was 
sold, and then the first thousand copies of 
the second million were printed in Braille 
for the Germans blinded in the War. 
Two thirds of the entire million were 
printed at Tempelhof but it was necessary 
to utilize five outside printing plants to 
keep up with the avalanche of orders. 
Nine book binderies in Berlin, Leipzig, 
Vienna and Prague were kept busy binding 
700,000 of the books in cloth, published 
at six marks, and 300,000 in paper priced 
at four marks. It was with greatest diff-

In th 
book catalogs I found the works of Goethe 
in 45 volumes, Schiller in 22 volumes 
Heinrich Heine, Moliére, Stendhal, Ty. 
geniev, Edgar Allan Poe, Mark Twain. 
Thackeray, and many other standard sets 
together with fine editions of individual 
volumes of books which have become 
classics, books for children and sheet music. 

In 1920 Prince von Bilow informed 
Ullstein, through an intermediary, that he 
intended to write his memoirs which he 
wished to entrust to them, and an agree- 
ment was drawn up on January 15, 1921, 
including a clause to the effect that the 
work should not be published until some 
time after the author’s death. The mani- 
script was dictated by the Prince in the 
years 1921-1929, and when he died it was 
handed over to Ullstein. 

With its newspapers, periodicals and 
books there is scarcely a home throughout 
Germany not reached by at least one Ul! 
stein publication.

More Price Maintenance 
GAIN the Federal Trade Commis- 


sion has not been wholly happy in 
its selection of areas for its activity. 
By the law which brought it into existence 
the Commission was supposed to be called 
upon by the President or by Congress to 
make investigations for them, but on its 
own initiative it has decided to present a 
report on price maintenance, a_ report 
which, as now presented, seems a partisan 
affair intended to influence Congress rather 
than to inform it, and those who believe 
that American business ought to have 
greater rights for controlling its methods 
(as it would have, had not the trust 
legislation been broadened in its applica- 
tion) will be certain that this new report 
adds very little to available information. 
The foundation of the report is an in- 
quiry sent to 691 manufacturers asking 
their comment on the proposed legislation 
and asking them for detailed figures as to 
gross sales, net profits, etc., information 
which many did not wish to give, and the 
result of the inquiry showed that only 29 
per cent of the total number favored price 
maintenance. We are inclined to believe 
that if the questions had been asked in a 
different form, that a different result might 
have been obtained.

its extremely efficient support to the legis 
lative effort which came so near to acco 
plishing the Vestal Bill’s passage.

New Books and Old 


LMOST everyone agrees that the 
most dificult problem facing 
business today is that of distribu- 

tion,’ says the Princeton University Press

' Almanac. ‘We laid the emphasis on produc- 


tion so successfully that presently we woke 
up to the fact that in many industries we 
were turning out more goods than the 
markets could pussibly absorb. Publishers 
were no less guilty in this respect than in- 
dustrialists, although in theory of course 
there should be practically no limit to the 
number of books which might be purchased 
and read. But new publishing houses have 
sprung up like mushrooms, older houses 
have increased their lists, and competition 
tor authors has never been so keen. There 
have been too many books. Bookstores 


have been glutted, publishers have been 


swamped under the weight of their own 
enormous volume of new titles, and the 
individual book,—particularly the one re- 
quiring special selling attention,—has been 
lost in the shufe. So has the old book. 
“A wise publisher once told us that the 
secret of success in the publishing business 
Was in being able to sell old books. What 
chance have old books had under circum- 
stances such as we have described, when 
sales departments have not been able to 
five proper attention to their new titles? 
The publishers say that the public will not 
duy old books, and that the effort required 
to sell them is out of proportion to the 
results secured. In the case of many pub- 
lishers this is undoubtedly true, but in our 
huml - opinion this is a situation for which 
the publishers themselves are responsible. 
l'hey have brought out so many new books 
and in emphasizing their new titles to the 
almost entire exclusion of the old they have 
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‘educated’ the public to believe that only 
new books are worth reading. Might not 
the publishing business generally, and the 
individual publishers in particular, be 
benefited by a campaign designed to con- 
vince the public that even if a book is a 
year or so old it may still be a good book ?” 


Publishers Meet at Paris 

HE first convention since 1913 of 

the Congres International des Edi- 

teurs closed its five-day sessions 
at Paris on June 25th. It was closed 
with the general feeling on the part of 
the delegates that great good had been ac- 
complished by this fresh exchange of views, 
by the renewing of contacts between na- 
tion and nation, and, with a permanent 
secretary established in Geneva, there is an 
opportunity for a continuance of research 
and concerted action that ought steadily to 
add to the success of those organizations 
which publish and distribute books. No 
one could have attended such a conference 
without feeling that, in spite of the great 
diversification of conditions and methods, 
there are common problems that can only 
be faced or understood adequately by meet- 
ings of this kind, and the Council proposed 
that these meetings be held at frequent in- 
tervals hereafter, the next one in Brussels 
in two years. 

The publishing world owes a great debt 
to those leaders of the European booktrade 
who kept the framework of this Associa- 
tion in order through difficult years and 
who brought it again into activity at this 
time when it is so much needed. 

The National Association of Book Pub- 
lishers, which at earlier conventions had 
been represented by such leaders as Major 
Putnam and D. C. Heath, joined the 
Congrés on its revival two years ago, and 
among the reports asked for at the con- 
ference from this side of the water was one 
on “Present Methods of Promoting Books”’ 
and one on “The Present State of Pro- 
posed Copyright Revision,’ these reports 
made for the National Association of Book 
Publishers by Frederic G. Melcher. Other 
representatives of American publishers who 
were abroad and could attend the confer- 
ence were Herschel Brickell of Henry 
Holt & Company, W. W. Norton, and 
Marion Fiery, head of the Children’s De- 
partment of Alfred A. Knopf. 
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The Fad for Omnibus Books

OR many years the Omnibus Book 

has been a familiar feature of the 

English booktrade but it is of com- 
paratively recent adoption in America. 
Scribner has a list of twelve Omnibus 
Books which was begun with the Gals- 
worthy volumes, “The Forsyte Saga,” “A 
Modern Comedy” and ‘Caravan,’ and an- 
other Scribner Omnibus Book will be 
added this fall. But the phrase, “Omnibus 
Book,” first became popularized in this 
country with the publication in 1929 of 
“The Omnibus of Crime,” edited by 
Dorothy Sayers. Strangely enough this 
was not the original English title of the 
volume, but it was used over here because 
of its peculiar suitability to the book, and 
suggested by the popular use of the term 
in England. 

Now American publishers have taken up 
the idea of Omnibus Books with a ven- 
geance. No less than twelve volumes of 
this type have made their appearance on 
the fall lists. 

Though it is a little difficult to deter- 
mine just when a book is an Omnibus 
Book, and when it is not, the term is taken 
to describe a volume of much greater 
length than the ordinary novel, containing 
several works of the same author, usually 
material that has been published previously 
in separate volumes, or else stories by 
different authors selected by an editor who 
has chosen them as illustrations of some 
specific theme, detection, romance, adven- 
ture, etc. Although “The Omnibus of 
Crime” was an outstanding success in sales, 
the tendency seems to be toward Omnibus 
Books of the first class, that is, the works 
of one author. Its advantage to the pub- 
lisher over the other type is that old plates 
of previously published books may be used, 
whereas, for Omnibuses of the short story 
type, the whole book must be reset. Pub- 


lishers who have had experience with books 
of this type believe that the Omnibus is a 
good method of bringing to the readers 
several works of a popular author, which 
they may have missed, because they are

unfamiliar with his earlier works, becays: 
some of his stories may be out-of-print. 9;

editions. Such Omnibus Books also hay; 
the sales appeal of length at a fairly Joy 
price. The public buys the Omnibus Book 
therefore, for two reasons, because it js , 
bargain, and because it is an easier way o;

thor than buying separate volumes. 

‘The danger for the bookstore and fo; 
the publisher in the fad for Omnibus 
Books is the temptation to offer to the 
public, at bargain prices, the works of a 
author in whom it has no interest, and the 
temptation to flood the market with mor 
and more anthologies which only compete 
with each other, and whose contents, 0: 
contents equally valuable, may already be 


found in established and steadily selling |% 


anthologies. 

But so far records have been good an 
only Omnibus Books for which there is 
a defined demand have been published. 
E. Philips Oppenheim, for instance, is an 
author who is immensely popular in thi 
country. At least two of his full length 
novels and sometimes an additional book 
of short stories are published here each 
year. Yet this author has attained suc 
high rank in public favor that the Omnibus 
Book, ‘Clowns and Criminals” sold w 
12,000 people, a good record for this sea- 
son, with this type of book, and tor an 
author who is steadily producing new books 
to meet popular demand. 

Omnibus Books, however, do require ai 
E. Philips Oppenheim—or a Mary Roberts 
Rinehart—to put them over. Mrs. Rine- 
hart’s “Mystery Book” and ‘Romance 
Book” have each sold 12,000 copies.

Harper is banking on the Omnibus form 
of presentation as a way of introducing 
Richard Hughes’ work to a greater Ameri- 
can audience. His “Innocent Voyage,” 
later brought out with its English title, 
“A High Wind in Jamaica” had an appre- 
ciative if limited audience over here. Be- 
cause of his very high reputation in Eng- 
land, Harper is going to publish this fall 
the Richard Hughes Omnibus, containing 
plays, stories and poems.

“The pub- 
lishers say that this will be the only ghost 
story Omnibus in existence, and they ex- 
pect it to be a perennial seller. 

About the only Omnibus Book of the 
anthology type now in preparation is based 
upon a new and good idea. Kenneth Mac- 
gowan, the editor, has selected the detec- 
tives of fiction who are outstanding for 
one reason or another, and, with the help 
of their creators, the authors, selected the 
stories in which these detectives appear at 
their best. “Sleuths” will be published by 
Harcourt, Brace & Co. sometime this fall, 
probably at $2.50. Besides the stories, the 
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book will contain a “Who’s Who” of eac 
detective, giving his hobbies, tastes. etc, 
and a list of his most important casey 
Certainly a feast, a bargain, and a reference 
book for the confirmed detective fan.

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The Chicago correspondent of the Pud- 
lishers’ Weekly has been active in fighting 
the Yarrow method of entrapping book- 
sellers. “The first counter attack on the re- 
former was led by the correspondent in a 
series of articles appearing in the Chicago 
Evening Post. 

When news of Mr. Yarrow’s confine- 
ment was printed, the correspondent re- 
ceived numerous offers from persons who 
wished to pay the clergyman’s board. One 
call was received from a gentleman who, 
with his friends, was eager to pay the $90 
required to keep the crusader in a cell for 
six months. Others asked the correspon- 
dent to receive donations of $3.50 (board 
for a week) and to turn them over to Mr. 
Latter. 

Chicago booksellers received the news 
cheerfully, believing that the power of the 
Illinois Vigilance Association, which has 
caused the arrest of upwards of a score of 
their number, had been definitely curbed in 
Chicago. 

Mr. Yarrow took his arrest philosophic- 
ally, adopted an air of martyrdom. Look- 
ing up from “The Romance of Leonardo 
da Vinci,” he told interviewers: “I will 
stay here until this flesh is as putrid and 
rotten as the books I sought to suppress.”’ 

That was the first day. Later Mr. 
Yarrow thought of appealing his case. 
Friends came to his aid with an offer to 
guarantee a bond for his release pending 
action by a higher court. Leaders of his 
organization were bitter toward Attorney 
Latter, and hostile to newspaper men. 


Subscription Publishers Meet 
URING the American Library As- 


sociation conference in New Haven 
a special meeting was arranged by the Sub- 
scription Books Committee of the A.L.A. 
and the subscription group of the National 
Association of Book Publishers, to discuss 
a code of practice proposed by the libra- 
rians. ‘The meeting was held on June 
26th, with May Wood Wigginton, Denver 
Public Library, acting as chairman, David 
S. Beasley, of the University Society, 
chairinan of the publishers’ group, assist- 
ing her in directing the discussion. 
Thirty prominent librarians were invited 
to attend, and the following publishers 
were present: Mr. Ferguson, Doubleday, 
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Doran, Mr. Weedon, S. L. Weedon Co., 
Mr. Johnson, F. E. Compton & Co., Mr. 
Randolph, Oxford University Press, Mr. 
Hadley, Funk & Wagnalls, Mr. Ham- 
mond, C. §S. Hammond & Co., Mr. 
Geddes, Columbia University Press, Mr. 
Sullivan, Book House for Children, Mr. 
McShane, G. & C. Merriam, Mr. Wilson, 
H. W. Wilson Co., Mr. O’Connor, 
Grolier Society, Mr. Preble, W. C. 
Quarrie. 

The code of practice covering standards 
of editing and marketing had been worked 
out early in the spring by Miss Wiggin- 
ton’s committee: Leslie T. Little, Public 
Library, Waltham, Mass.; Alice M. Jor- 
dan, Supervisor of Work with Children, 
Public Library, Boston; Eleanor Ruth 
Rockwood, Reference Department, Library 
Association, Portland, Ore.; E. S$. Robin- 
son, Public Library, Vancouver, B. C., 
Canada, and Adah Frances Whitcomb, 
Supervisor of School Department, Public 
Library, Chicago. It was based on the 
code developed at the Federal Trade Com- 
mission conference on subscription publish- 
ing in 1924. The points in the A.I.A. 
code were discussed at a meeting of pub- 
lishers in the National Association of Book 
Publishers office in April, and some revi- 
sions were proposed. ‘The conference in 
New Haven last week took up each point 
in the code, and an agreement was reached 
on 18 of the 25 points. ‘There was a very 
thorough discussion of the questions on 
which librarians and publishers disagree. 
There is to be a further exchange of opin- 
ions on these points by mail, and a revised 
version, acceptable to both sides, will be 
submitted for approval later. 

The entire code will then be published in 
the Publishers’ Weekly, the Library Jour- 
nal, Libraries, and the Subscription Books 
Bulletin issued by the A.L.A. 

The subscription publishers’ group of the 
N.A.B.P. plans to send a copy of the code 
to all firms in the subscription field.

~ FRANK S. SMYTH 


FRANK S. SMYTH, well known in the 
trade for many years as buyer for the Book 
Department at Wanamaker’s, New York 
died after a long illness at his home jn 
New Dorp, Staten Island, on June 23rd, 
He started as a boy with Liggett Brothers 
a famous place for the training of man 
noted bookmen, twenty to forty years ago, 
In time he joined with Warren Snyder oj 
Wanamaker’s and when the latter retired 
was appointed his successor as manager of 
the book department. He was in his fifty- 
fifth year and is survived by his wife and 
three children, 


ALFRED ALOYSIUS SMITH 
(Trader Horn) 

ALFRED ALOysiUS SMITH, known 4 
‘Trader Horn, co-author of the book 
‘Trader Horn,” died on June 26th in Lon- 
don, at the age of 79. ‘Trader Horns 
early life is vague. He was born some- 
where in Lancashire and attended St. Ed- 
ward’s College, Liverpool. When he was 
seventeen he went to West Africa where 
he was veritable jack-of-all-trades. In some 
of his later books he disclosed that he had 
prospected for minerals from Abyssinia to 
the Cape; kept a store in Rhodesia; was 
a bricklayer in Kentucky, or, rather, made 
mash tubs for moonshiners; painted inn 
signs; caught African butterflies, and col- 
lected mastodon bones for phosphate 1 
Florida. In 1926 he met Mrs. Ethelred: 
Lewis and after months of collaboration, 
there came into existence one of the most 
remarkable best sellers of this century. 
Simon & Schuster published the book 
“Trader Horn” in 1927 and _ thereaiter 
Trader Horn was a literary lion. He wa 
the guest of the Literary Guild, spoke 
Town Hall and gave interviews with 
great liberality. The two books that fol- 
lowed, “Harold the Webbed or the Young 
Vikings’ and “The Waters of Africa, 
were hardly noticed.

Mr. Rogers expects to stay in America 
for some time and will probably on arrival 
go to Boston or its suburbs with his wife 
and grandson, Bruce Rogers the second. 

His plans on returning home have not 
been made definite, but it will be hoped 
by American book lovers and lovers of 
fine printing that there may be many en- 
terprises suitable to his creative powers 
which can again enrich American book 
production. 

_His two major undertakings while in 
England he leaves in a state of progress 
that will enable them to be carried for- 
ward without immediate supervision. The 
edition of the Odyssey which he planned 
in cooperation with Colonel Isham before 
he left New York is now nearly completed. 
Colonel Lawrence of Arabia fame has 
made a most spirited and characteristic 
translation and has provided for the vol- 
ume a translator’s note which may provoke 
the scholars but will delight the lovers of 
adventure literature. The page proofs as 
examined at Clifford’s Inn show it to be 
one of the finest of Mr. Rogers’ undertak- 
ings. On it he has lavished all possible

care and inventiveness and the medallions 
with gold bronze background form a deco- 
rative effect which has been excelled by 
none of his productions. The volume, 
which is a small quarto, will be bound in 
full dark niger morocco and will be pub- 
lished with the imprint of Emery Walker 
from Clifford’s Inn. The price will prob- 
ably be about $75 and there will be 500 
copies plus thirty not for sale. Already, 
before its completion, more than half the 
edition has been spoken for. ‘The book 
will be printed on Mr. Walker’s hand 
press, and the presswork is almost com- 
pleted as Mr. Rogers leaves.

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A Report of the First Season of the Book Clinic

HE 
year by the American Institute of 
Graphic Arts under the guidance of 
Harry L. Gage, was started as a result of 
Mr. Gage’s suggesting a series of informal 
meetings at which persons engaged in the 
production of trade books might get to- 


Book Clinic, 


gether and discuss their problems. After 
considering various ways of operating, we 
agreed to start each meeting by offering a 
number of books for examination and dis- 
section. Although these were selected each 
fortnight with some general topic in mind, 
we endeavored to avoid limiting the dis- 
cussion in any way, in the hope that com- 
plete informality would lead more people 
to speak their minds, and more ideas to be 
presented. : 

As a result of this method of procedure, 
the minutes of the meeting present a lot of 
material which is extremely difficult to or- 
ganize. In addition to this, there are gaps 
from the times when some voice was too 
gentle, or some disagreement too spirited, 
for our transcriber’s excellent but. still 
human capacities. 

The first three meetings were devoted 
to typographical questions and the general 
planning of books, the next three to the 
handling and reproduction of illustrations, 
the last two to binding. The paper question 
came up, of course, in connection with all 
of these. We endeavored to approach each 
problem from both the technical and the 
aesthetic viewpoint, so that matters of style 
would be discussed with proper considera- 
tion of time and cost, and questions of 
method with an eye to design. 

The Clinic is not conducted with any 
intent to “settle” as many questions as pos- 
sible. It aims to provide an opportunity 
for the exchange of experience and opinion, 
and although votes are taken on debatable 
questions of style and practice, no effort is 
made at the meetings to convert partici- 


pants to any set of ideas. These notes 
record, as far as possible, the sentiment o/ 
the meetings on many questions, and the 
reader, like the Clinic members, must dravy 
his own final conclusions. 


In the eight meetings thus far held, the 
Clinic has touched on most of the funda- 
mental problems of the book-maker. These 
are so inter-related that it is difficult to 
arrange them into any simple sequence, and 
impossible to report them in any decent 
prose, and I must therefore beg the reader's 
indulgence for the form in which these 
notes appear. It seems advisable to devote 
a paragraph to each point, to let their 
inter-relationship remain implied, and to 
make no arbitrary divisions by date or 
topic. More of this material will appear 
in this department on August Ist and 
September 5th. 


Exhibit: Books with type pages badl; 
proportioned in relation to the trimmed 
size of the book, so that printing with cor- 
rect margins was impossible. It was gen- 
erally agreed that the type page should 
have about the same ratio of height to 
width as in the paper-page. 


Exhibit: Books with properly propor- 
tional pages but incorrect margins. ‘There 
was no disagreement to the general rule that 
margins should be smallest at the back, 
larger at the head, still larger at the front, 
and largest at the tail. One ratio of 
2/3/4/5 was suggested. One designer 
uses 1/2 for back and front, and varies the 
head and tail a trifle according to the 
nature of the running head, folio, general 
proportions of page, etc., etc. In general, 
great emphasis was put on the question ol 
margins, as bad margins are probably the 
most common of all faults and the least 
excusable. They should be laid out before 
a book is set, and then indicated by the 
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publisher on the presswork order, and not 
left to the printer (unless the designing of 
the book is entirely in the hands of some- 
one in the printer’s office). 


Exhibit: Books improperly leaded. Pages 
set to a Wide measure require more leading, 
especially if set in fairly small type. Cer- 
tain faces require more leading, especially 
those carrying more “color,” and those hav- 
ing abbreviated ascenders and descenders. 


Exhibit: Books in which the type was 
too large or too small for the measure.* 
A fair rule is to keep the measure to a 
number of picas about equal to twice the 
number of points in the size of the face, 
i.e, set 14 point to about 28 picas (say 
between 24 and 32), and 12 point to about 
24 picas (say between 21 and 27), I1 point 
to about 22 picas, and so on. A line with 
more than a dozen or so words cannot be 
read with a single focusing of the eyes, and 
is therefore tiring. A very short line can- 
not be spaced properly, as there are too 
few word-spaces to permit proper justifica- 
tion.T 

It was pointed out that publishers some- 
times set a small book in large type in order 
to force it to a great many pages, so that 
it will seem “worth” a higher price, but 
that this same effect can often be attained 
by making a larger thin book, and using 
large type properly set to a greater meas- 
urFe, 

There was considerable talk about word 
spacing and line justification.

There was considerable technical discus- 
sion of the various types of space-bands on 
the linotype, and the degree of flexibility 
permitted by their use. 


Exhibit: A volume which had about 200 
words to a page and over 500 pages. This 
is badly proportioned, but no one had any 
rule for determining the proper ratio, and 
designers must rely on their sense of grace 
and fitness for this. 

In general, it was emphasized that the 
publisher should see sample pages for every 
book and be sure of the proportions, mar- 
gins, color, spacing, and legibility of his 
page, and the condition of the matrices 
from which the type is to be cast. 


Exhibit: Books properly laid out but 
printed on paper unsuited to the type. This 
is a common fault, due very often to the 
necessity for using a soft, bulky paper, re- 
gardless of the face in which a book is set. 
Old-style types of light weight should be 
used on all soft or rough antique papers, 
e.g., Caslon, Granjon, etc. These types 
are designed for printing on such papers, 
and the amount of impression or “‘squeeze”’ 
has been considered by the designers as 
factors in the ultimate appearance of their 
types. Such types as Scotch and Bodoni 
are intended for smoother papers and less 


be 


impressions. The page can _ never 
properly planned without cogsideration of 
paper. 


Some one asked whether sample pages 
shouldn’t be proved on a press on the 
paper to be used, but it was pointed out 
that any production man of even small ex- 
perience should be expected to know how 
various types will look on different papers. 

The bulk question was brought up a 
number of times at different meetings, in 
connection with all of the departments of 
bookmaking which are affected by this vi- 
cious custom. There was no doubt of the 
unanimous opposition of all to the restric- 
tions it imposes, or that the need for using 
bulky papers is the greatest single obstacle 
to one’s producing the best looking and 
most practical trade books for the money 
that may be spent.

PREVIOUS paper in the present 
A series has considered briefly the 

chief materials entering into the 
manufacture of paper.* The steps of pre- 
paring the wood of coniferous and decidu- 
ous trees respectively into sheets or rolls of 
sulphite or soda pulp is considered as pulp- 
making, a step apart from actual paper- 
making. 

The process of beating may be consid- 
ered as the first step in paper-making 
proper. It is at this point that the five 
chief ingredients—soda pulp, sulphite pulp, 
sizing, clay, and bleaching and coloring 
agents—in the proper proportions for the 
specific properties desired of the particular 
paper, are put together in the beater. If 
the paper is to be a “rag-content” sheet, 
the prepared rags are also introduced at 
this point. 

The beater is an oval tank with a par- 
tition extending a short way in each direc- 
tion from the middle in the direction of 
the long dimension of the tank. ‘Thus the 
oval tank is transformed into a course 
much resembling that of a race track 
around which the stock flows. Attached 
at the center of this partition and extend- 
ing to the edge of the beater is a set of 
revolving knives or bars which are at one 
point in contact with a bed plate. The 
action of these knives against the bed plate 
is similar to the action of a lawn-mower in 
cutting grass. 

In this beater tank, the materials which 
are to comprise the paper are mixed with 
water, and the stock is set in motion round 
and round in the beater by the action of 
the revolving knives or bars. It is in the 
mixture of the stock in the beater and in 
the beating itself that the first steps are 
taken toward the forming of the character- 
istics of a particular grade of paper. In 
considering the materials of paper-making, 
certain characteristics of soda pulp and of 
sulphite pulp were mentioned and it was 
pointed out that the proportions in which 
these pulps are used varies greatly accord-

ing to the qualities desired in the finished 
sheet. 

Average book papers will be found to 
contain proportions ranging from 50—50 
of soda and sulphite to 70 of soda and 30 
of sulphite, the latter forming a softer 
sheet which finishes well and provides an 
excellent printing surface but with some 
loss in strength. Whatever the propor- 
tions of these materials, the beater must 
thoroughly mix the fibers of the pulp and 
the other materials and must cut and brush 
out the fibers so that they will mat to 
gether well in forming the sheet. The po- 
sition of the revolving knives in relation 
to the bed plate is capable of adjustment, 
and it is upon the set of the knives and 
the length of time of beating that the type 
of stock furnished the paper machines de- 
pends. 

Beating stock quickly with a short, sharp 
stroke will produce a high-bulking, mellow 
sheet in which the shape and character of 
the fibers will not have been changed 
greatly from their original form. Such 
stock, which may have been subjected to 
beating for about an hour, is satisfactory 
for an antique book paper in which a 
smooth printing surface is not essential. 

Beating for a longer period of time and 
more slowly will develop a stock the fibers 
of which are crushed and drawn out into 
ribbons. ‘These fibers will form a stronge! 
sheet of less bulk and with a smooth, flat 
surface. The extended beating of stock 
to a point approaching hydration or for 
about three hours makes a much harder 
sheet, the fibers of which appear to be 
soapy or greasy in character. Eggshell 
and machine-finish papers require a longer 
beating than do antique papers, while 
English-finish papers require still more 
beating. Offset or lithographic papers ar¢ 
made from stock beaten almost to the pout 
of hydration which, together with 4 
greater quantity of rosin sizing, is respol- 
sible for the hardness of these papers. 

The beaten stock may pass through the 
Jordan or refining engine for additional

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beating or, as is the case in most book 
papers, it may go directly to the stuff chest 
and the paper machine. ‘The stuff chest 
is a large vat partly filled with water in 
which the pulp or “stuff” is kept in sus- 
pension by the action of a large dasher or 
agitator. From this chest, the stuff is fed 
through regulating boxes which overflow 
on to the finely woven brass wire screen 
on which the paper is formed. ‘This 
screen travels as an endless belt and has 
a slight side motion or shake which facili- 
tates the proper felting of the sheet. 

As the stuff flows onto the wire screen 
at the “wet end” of the paper machine 
about 5 to 10 pounds of stock are used to 
1000 pounds of water. The fibers of this 
stock vary from a sixteenth to an eighth 
of an inch in length but are so small in 
diameter as to be microscopic. The feed- 
ing of this stuff to the wire screen must 
be done with exact uniformity. The main- 
tenance of this strict uniformity on a wire 
up to 152 inches in width is possible only 
through evenly forcing the stock in at the 
bottom of a box which continuously over- 
flows at a uniform depth across the entire 
width of the wire. Absolutely uniform 
rate of speed in the travel of the screen is 
also required for the perfect formation of 
paper. 

From the dimensions of the fibers as 
given above, it will be seen that they 
strongly resemble in shape the trees from 
which they come. It is to be expected, 
therefore, that the fibers flowing over the 
dam of the regulating box will flow end 
first just as do logs in flowing down a 
river. This is the cause for the grain in 
paper; the grain, of course, running in the 
direction in which the sheet was made on 
the machine. 

Obviously, the weight of the paper is 
determined by the amount of pulp over- 
flowing on to the wire in relation to the 
speed of the machine. ‘The speed of the 
machine, in turn, is determined by the time 
required to form the particular grade of 
paper on the wire and the capacity of the 
machine for drying the particular weight 
of paper being made. Each weight of 
each grade of paper, therefore, will require 
its particular machine speed. Naturally, 
those papers requiring a longer period of 
beating and a slower speed of running on 
the machine will command a higher price. 
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Gravity, suction, pressure, and heat are 
all used for removing the great quantity o{ 
water which accompanies the fibers onto 
the wire screen. The water drains through 
the screen as the fibers are felted togethe; 
by the shaking motion of -the “wet-end” of 
the paper machine. It is at this stage that 
the brushed out tendrils of the fibers which 
curl up at the ends like fish-hooks inter. 
twine, forming a continuous film on the 
wire. 

Deckle straps of India rubber about two 
inches square travel at each side of the wire 
screen and act as a dam to hold the stock 
in place. ‘The small amount of stock creep- 
ing under these straps produces a slight 
irregularity or “machine deckle.” In some 
grades of machine-made paper, this deckle 
is permitted to remain, and _ imitation 
deckles are made at desired intervals across 
the machine by means of a continuous fine 
stream of water directed at the film of 
pulp. Such deckles, of course, run only 
“in the direction of the machine,” the two 
ends of the sheet being sharply cut. 

If the paper is to carry a water-mark, 
a “dandy roll” is set across the machine at 
a point near the end of the wire screen. 
Into the surface of this dandy roll is woven 
in relief the design which it is desired 
should appear in the paper. This dandy 
roll revolves with its surface in contact 
with the wet web of pulp and the design 
is imparted to the paper. ‘The impression 
of the design actually makes the paper thin- 
ner where the lines come. Consequently, 
no paper which is to carry halftones should 
be water-marked. 

The finely woven brass wire screen car- 
ries the paper through about 20 feet of 
the machine, and it is during this travel 
that the paper is actually made. The re- 
maining operations of the paper machine 
are primarily directed toward the removal 
of the water from the web. As the film 
of stock comes from under the dandy roll 
and while it is still traveling on the screen. 
a series of suction boxes and a suction roll 
are supplied to remove enough water to 
permit the web to cross the 14 inches or 
so intervening between the wire and the 
first felt. 

Accompanied by this woolen felt, the 
web passes between three sets of press rolls 
which aid in eliminating surplus water and 
in forming the sheet.

HEN Willa Cather was one of 
the editors of McClure’s Maga- 


zine a number of years ago, she 
coached a young aspirant who was trying 
to write an article for the magazine, using 
these words: “Make your style like a pane 
of glass, so that it can be seen through, 
so that no one will know it is there.” It 
has always seemed to us that this dictum 
could be applied equally well to typo- 
graphic style; indeed, it is a truism among 
typographers that the first essential of the 
well-planned page should be its unob- 
trusiveness, its lack of pictorialness, its 
eficiency as a tool. Therefore, we 
noticed with amazement the singular pro- 
nouncement of an eminent Irish writer 
who, on leaving these shores recently, said 
that he intended to abandon writing for 
painting, for “lines of words on _ the 
printed page were dull.” Possibly. A 
good deal more could be said for the 
charm of a printed page than for a potful 
of paint brushes. Without going into the 
question of the psychology of painting, 
which has a good deal to argue about the 
confusion of method and end inherent in 
that art form, we can say that one of the 
merits of good writing and good typo- 
graphy is simply the effortless transfer of 
an intangible, incorporeal idea from one 
mind to another. 


Type Pages 


When we picked up a copy of “An 
American Procession” (Little, Brown), 
we were impressed with the simplicity 
and readability of the type page. The 
book is set in Granjon nicely leaded, 
and its running heads are in Roman 
capitals slightly letter-spaced. Another 
well-planned page set in Granjon is 
“Schopenhauer” (Brentano). It, too, is 
well spaced, with running heads in Italic 
capitals. Other type pages that we have 
liked are “Goethals: Genius of the Panama 
Canal” (Harper), “Brother John, a Tale 
of the First Franciscans’ (Dutton), and 


‘“Memoirs of Prince von Bulow” (Little 
Brown). When a detective yarn comes 
out with a type page that is even passable 
it is worthy of remark. We found 
“Murder in a Library’ (Dodd, Mead) 
very neat and pleasant in this regard. 

If you have an opportunity, examine 4 
copy of “The Poems of Catullus” (Covici- 
Friede). Not only is the book a pleasure 
to the hand and to the eye, but it exhibits 
a remarkable blending of draftmanship and 
typography. The drawings by Zhenya 
Gay could hardly be imagined any closer 
to the type face in weight and disposition 
of line. 

Come, Come Department

Backbones 


A recent visit to the German Book In- 
porting Company proved that certain ten- 
dencies in German bookmaking which have 
been developing since the war are now al- 
most standard practices in that country. 
The type pages are usually severe, with no 
running-heads and with folios placed in 
lower outside corners. The average Ger- 
man novel is less bulky than its American 
contemporary, and lighter boards are used. 
Not much attention is devoted to the title- 
page, the whole care of the artist being 
lavished upon an abstract design for the 
backbone, usually executed with the great- 
est good taste. 

This seems like a very sensible policy in 
binding treatment. After all, a book may 
spend a week or two lying on its side on 
a bookstore’s display counter, and several 
more on the customer’s reading table, but 
for the balance of its years it will present 
its backbone to the world. If the design 
is violent or concretely pictorial, the eye 
will soon tire of it. It is surely a false 
idea of economy and coherence that 1!

These new Universal Em Dashes are 
not an “em” in length, but are sufficiently 
narrower to give a more pleasing appear- 
ance when used in book and periodical 
composition. They also have a slight shoul- 
der on either side, which obviates the 
necessity of inserting a hair space before 
and after the dash—a practice long fav- 
ored by good typographers and printers. 
The change may be noticed by the com- 
parison between the old and new forms:

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ID-SUMMER publishing seems 
to be just about at its lowest 
point, for the number of books on 
this week’s shelf is even less than last week. 

The number of “big” non-fiction books 
is only two. “Better Left Unsaid,” listed 
under Pless, is a second book by the author 
of “Daisy, Princess of Pless,” which was 
well-received in this country upon its pub- 
lication about a year ago. “Leaves from My 
Private Diary” is the sub-title of this book 
of revelations by an Englishwoman who 
married a German nobleman, bore his chil- 
dren and watched them grow up in a land 
that was alien to her and in which she never 
telt at home. Intimately acquainted with 
the nobility of both the English and Ger- 
man courts, in this chronicle of her life she 
tells of the years before and after the Wai. 
In “Daisy, Princess of Pless” the War 
years were revealed. In “Living Philoso- 
phies” twenty-two moderns tell what they 
think about life and its meaning. Besides 
men of international fame such as Albert 
Einstein, Sir James Jeans, Hilaire Belloc, 
John Dewey, and Dean Inge, the younger 
intellectuals like Lewis Mumford, Irwin 
Edman and Joseph Wood Krutch, have 
been included. 

Two new editions of famous classics are 
juvenile book club selections. Parkman’s 
“The Oregon Trail” appears in a fine 
octavo volume with illustrations by James 
Daugherty. “The Omnibus Jules Verne” 
includes in one volume four full-length 
novels by the master writer of thrilling ad- 
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venture. Both his most popular stories

chell, is a new kind of geography book. It 
tells about many different sections of the 
country in stories which will create real in- 
terest in children in the places they are 
reading about.

“I Am Still Alive” is one of those 
true adventure books that can be sold to 
both children and adults. It contains the 
adventures of Dick Grace, who performs 
daredevil exploits in the air for the movies. 

A new volume in the valuable “Cali- 
fornia Series,” “The Great Trek,” by Coy, 
tells the stories of the men who went 
overland and by sea to California after the 
discovery of gold there. “Broken Hand’ 
by Hafen and Ghent, is the life story of 
Thomas Fitzpatrick, a noted pioneer guide 
of the old West.

LITTLE book of nine leaves which 
A aroused slight interest when sold at 
é auction in London nine years ago 
tor about $500, is now regarded by Dr. 
A. 5. W. Rosenbach as a Shakespeare find 
of the greatest importance. The brief 
book, printed in 1595, contains a dedica- 
tory sonnet not hitherto recognized as 
addressed to Shakespeare, but believed now 
to be the earliest of the few extant sonnets 
and verses written in honor of the great 
dramatist by his contemporaries. The main 
poem from which the book draws its title 
is considered the first printed plagiarism 
ot Shakespeare’s “Lucrece,” and the au- 
thor, John Trussel, previously unidentified 
with Shakespeare, is thought to have been 
not only a personal friend of the great

poet, but possibly a kinsman. This newly 
found relationship, deduced from research 
among records of Stratford-on-Avon, may 
possibly afford a new source of material 
for Shakespeare’s life. ‘This slim quarto, 
called “The Rape of Faire Hellen,’ owes 
its obscurity to its extreme rarity,” says 
Dr. Rosenbach. “Only one other copy is 
known—that imperfect—in the Marsh Li- 
brary in Dublin. Its absence from all 
other permanent collections in England 
and America has caused it to be overlooked 
by students and scholars in their efforts to 
throw new light on Shakespeare’s literary 
and personal associations.’ It has been 
pretty definitely settled that John Trussel 
was a neighbor of William Shakespeare, 
that his uncle lived at Stratford-on-Avon 
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and that his family had been associated 
with the Shakespeares and Ardens for 
many years. As a result of years of re- 
search, Dr. Rosenbach has placed a value 
of $50,000 upon this significant and ex- 
treme rarity. 


DISCOVERY of unusual impor- 

tance in the biblographical world 
has just been announced in London. It 
is an unrecorded copy of Lydgate’s trans- 
lation of Jehan de Gallopes’ “Pylgremage 
of the Sowle,” printed by W. Caxton in 
1483, and has just been discovered by Lionel 
K. Robinson when making an evaluation 
there. The owner, Mr. Cornwall-Legh, 
has placed the volume in Mr. Robinson’s 
hands for sale at his London bookshop. In 
his Caxton “Census” 1909, Seymour de 
Ricci could trace only five examples of this 
book, and four of these were in public 
libraries in England; with the exception 
of the Spencer-Rylands copy, which had 
been perfected except for blank pages, they 
are all more or less imperfect. The one 
example not in a_ public library was 
Christie Miller’s, at Britwell, but was sold 
at Sotheby’s in December, 1919, for £900 
to Bernard Quaritch. 
are recorded as having appeared in public 
sales during the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries, but the present owners have not 
been traced, though one or two of these 
copies may be identical with the five defii- 
nitely traced. It is apparent, therefore, 
that this Caxton is an excessive rarity. 
When complete the book is a folio of 114 
leaves, four of which are blanks. The 
newly discovered copy is a large and fine 
one, entirely unpressed and unwashed, 
measuring 10 and 7/10 inches by 7 and 
2/5 inches, and is in an eighteenth century 
calf binding with armorial stamp on the 
sides. It consists of 107 leaves, and three 
of those lacking are blanks. A curious 
feature of this copy is that the whole 
signature E, eight leaves, is represented by 
signature E of another work by Lydgate 
from Caxton’s press, “Life of Our Lady,” 
1484. This mistake was probably due to 
Caxton’s binders, a mistake easily made in 
“collecting” and binding up the sheets of 
different books of the same size. ‘This 
new Caxton is regarded as one of the finest 
copies discovered for a long time.

Mrs. London will write 
the introduction.” 


HE AMERICAN HEBRE! is the

A. S. W. Rosenbach, has just given the 
Ameri¢an Jewish Historical Society oi 
which he is president, 5,500 books, pam- 
phlets, documents and autograph letters 
on the history of the Jews in America, 
during Colonial, Revolutionary and Civil 
War days, valued at nearly $150,000. Im- 
prints from the Bradford Press of Colonial 
days, manuscripts and letters concerning 
the inquisition, trials of Jews in Mexico 
in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries 
and letters by prominent persons from the 
time of Benjamin Franklin to that of 
Abraham Lincoln are included. Many of 
the 800 volumes forming part of the gift 
were gathered by Dr. Rosenbach during 
his labors in compiling a bibliography ot 
literary works by Jews, or relating to them. 
issued in this country from the beginning 
of printing in the colonies until 1850, 
which was issued in 1926. 


LETTER from Williamsburg, Vi 
ginia, states that William and Mary 
College has just come into possession 0! 
what is believed to be the oldest copy 
existence of the original charter of the 
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college, granted in 1693. The time-worn 
document has been received from Harvard 
University, where it was recently found, 
stored in an old trunk in University Hall. 
Dampness has obscured the greater part of 
of the text. The original charter, dated 
February 8, 1693, hung on the walls of 
the college building until the fire of 1859, 
when it was destroyed. An endeavor will 
be made to trace the history. of this copy 
of the charter, which will be restored as 
well as possible and framed for preserva- 
tion among many other rare old documents 
in the library. 


HE catalog recently issued by Lathrop 

C. Harper, which is receiving so much 
favorable mention at home and abroad, 
entitled, “A Selection of Incunabula,” was 
referred to in the Publishers’ Weekly of 
June 20 as “A Selection of Americana,” 
which, of course, was an error. For many 
years Mr. Harper specialized in Ameri- 
cana, and apparently he is now specializing 
in incunabula with similar success. We 
hope that our note did not start a rush 
for Americana catalogs, and that this cor- 
rection will remind collectors of incuna- 
bula that this catalog is virtually a work 
of reference relating to early printing 
edited with great skill and knowledge, sure 
to prove of great interest and use. 


N unpublished and hitherto undis- 

covered manuscript by Jack London 
has been found in an old sea chest stored 
at the California ranch on which he lived, 
and it appears in this month’s Physical 
Culture Magazine. It is entitled “Poppy 
Cargo,” and is a tale of ship-wreck and 
rescue by the mad master of a windjammer. 
he story was written about twenty years 
ago. Henry E. Huntington bought the 
entire run of London manuscripts and they 
are now in the Huntington Library at 
san Moreno, California. This newly dis- 
covered story was written when London 
was aboard the Dirigio, a 3,000 ton four- 
masted barque sailing from Baltimore to 
Seattle, around Cape Horn.
